Minimum Wage Updates 

On Tuesday, CCA testified at the L.A. County Board 
of Supervisors about the proposed minimum wage 
increase in unincorporated areas of the County. The 
proposal would mimic the recently approved hike in 
the City of Los Angeles. CCA stressed the need to 
slow down the phase-in of the wage and to limit the 
increase to $13.25. CCA emphasized the County- 
commissioned LAEDC study that indicated an 
increase to $15 by 2020 will have minimal effects 
on poverty while potentially harming job growth. The 
County continued the item to lessen impacts on 
small businesses. 

Later that day, CCA also testified before the City 
Council’s Economic Development Committee about 
details in the City’s minimum wage increase. CCA 
testified in support of Councilmember Cedillo’s 
motion to give an 18 month exemption for 
transitional workers. CCA said that this exemption 
will allow employers to hire more people from 
Chrysalis, Homeboy Industries and the L.A. 
Conservation Corps. These workers are typically 
the hardest to employ, as they are overcoming 
homelessness, gang affiliations or are at-risk youth. 

The workers will benefit from greater job 
opportunities, while employers will be able to keep 
more workers on payroll. Taxpayers will benefit by 
having these individuals stay in programs that have 
helped turn around thousands of lives. The 
committee unanimously approved the matter and 
sent it to the full Council.

CCA testified at the Central 
Area Planning Commission in 
favor of the proposed Case Hotel, 
located at 1 1 00 South Broadway 
in the heart of Downtown Los 
Angeles. An appeal was filed by 
UNITE HERE on the Zoning 
Administrator's decision to 
approve a Conditional Use to 
permit the sale of alcohol, public 
dancing and to permit zero 
vehicular parking spaces and 
zero bicycle parking spaces on- 
site. Fortunately, the appeal was 
denied and the project will 
continue as planned. 


Case Hotel is an Adaptive Reuse 
Ordinance project that will restore 
the 1925, 13-story structure into a 
new luxury boutique hotel. This 
project expands the growth of the 
hotel industry in Downtown and 
supports the continued 
investment in the Downtown 
Renaissance.
